E d i t o k H e r a l d : The harbor ques­ 
tion has been quite thoroughly dis­ 
cussed, and yet there m ay he room 
tor a word or two more. There is no 
difference of opinion as to the neces­ 
sity of bringing shin and rail together, 
hut the people are divided in opinion, 
as to the quickest and most economical 
mode of doing it. The engineers are 
confident th at the dredging of a chan­ 
nel through the bar is entirely practi­ 
cable, and as it is a work w hich they 
have been commissioned to do, it is 
th eir intention to perform it, as soon 
as the rough w eather is over. The 
building of tlie breakw ater was merely 
preparatory to this, and unless it is 
done, all the m oney and tim e spent on 
the breakw ater go for nothing. The 
dredging of the channel is affirmed to 
be not only practicable, but necessary. 
If the railroad were extended to San 
Pedro, and a w harf built out to deep 
water, ships would have no harbor, 
blit only an open roadstead, exposed, 
as they now are, to all the storm s anil 
swells of .the ocean. 
In very rough 
w eather they could not lay alongside 
the pier and discharge their cargoes but 
would 
be subject to vexatious de­ 
lays. Inside the bar is a deep at\d spa­ 
cious harbor, where ships may float in 
safety, and discharge their cargoes at 
any time; for the w ater is always calm 
and free from ocean swells. 
Now, 
after ships have crossed the bar, and 
entered the harbor, it is evidently the 
part of wisdom for them to appjoaeh 
as near to W ilm ington as possible. 
How near they can approach is 
question. The captifin of the Mohongo 
lias often stated, th a t if allowed to do 
so, he could, even now, cross th e bar 
a t high tide, and place his ship along­ 
side the wdiarf at W ilm ington. 
It is 
adm itted th at the w ater at the present 
w harf is too shallow’ for large vessels, 
and sometimes a t low tide, the ground 
is alm ost bare. 
M uch m isapprehen­ 
sion has arisen from this fact. Only a 
few hundred feet down the channel, at 
a point opposite the quarterm aster’s 
building’s, the w ater is seven feet deep 
at low tide, a depth sufficient for ves­ 
sels of a tonnage large enough to do all 
the carrying trade between San Fran­ 
cisco and W ilm ington. The W ilm ing­ 
ton V h a rf could easily be extended to 
th e point m entioned, and if it is not 
done, private parties will construct a 
w harf from the quarterm aster’s build­ 
ings to a point in the channel opposite. 
They are now nearly ready to com­ 
mence the work and will be certain to 
have it completed by the tim e the 
channel is dredged through the liar. 
There will be no failure. Capitalists 
have taken the work in hand, and be­ 
fore m any m onths roll away, opposi­ 
tion steamers will discharge their car­ 
goes on the new w harf In W ilm ington. 
The figures about the depth of w ater 
in the channel and on the bar, which 
I gave in a former letter, were ob­ 
tained from the pilot who lias navi­ 
gated the channel for m any years, and 
who has perfect faith that the channel, 
though crooked in some places, can 
yet be navigated by vessels of 1,000 
ions, to the point mentioned, when 
the b af shall have been dredged.

roar the combined waters. 
The W hite Pine (Nev.) News has 
been shown very ricli samples of ore 
from the Indian m ine, situated in Sho­ 
shone District, about 1 5 0 miles from 
H am ilton, which assay up to the thou­ 
sands. The ledge is represented as ex­ 
tending a distance of a mile and a half, 
showing rieh croppings all the way. 
An incline has been Bunk at one point 
to th e depth of forty-live feet, all the 
way in ore. 
The hard tim es in Pioehc (Nev.)

S h a ll It be a F igh t ? 
We have lately called attention In 
the H e r a l d to the bad quality of the 
xas furnished to consumere in this 
city, and the high price charged for it. 
We have «lone this in the interest of 
the people, believing that their claims 
are paramount to those of any clique 
or combination, not with the view of 
getting up a fight, but hoping to secure 
reform in a matter that certainly needs 
amendment. The Gas Company origi­ 
nally intended to consist of a number 
of our citizens, and thus be identified 
with the other interests of the place, 
has gradually passed into the hands of 
a few individuals, and these parties 
choose to considqt' the course of the 
H e r a l d as a personal grievance. 
When the H e r a l d was established, 
one of the principal stockholders of 
the Gas Company, who is also in other 
business, was solicited for an advertise­ 
ment by the proprietor. A very in­ 
significant one was furnished, accom­ 
panied with the very significant re­ 
mark that in other ways he would be 
able to give the new paper important 
assistance. He was promptly inform­ 
ed that the H e r a l d only desired 
legitimate business, and that only in 
the regular way. 
Judging probably from his expe­ 
rience with the other city papers, this 
gentle idnt produced no lasting effect, 
and on the appearance of an article in 
the H e r a l d some time afterwards, 
advocating the lighting of the streets, 
another member of the same firm, also 
interested in gas visited this office,and 
unblushingly ofTered us one hundred 
dollars to continue the articles. The 
only answer he received was a dissolv­ 
ing view of the back of the proprietor, 
who suddenly remembered that he 
hud business in some other place. No 
further articles of that character ap­ 
peared in this paper, but on the con­ 
trary when we had sufficiently inves­ 
tigated the matter, and became satis­ 
fied that the Gas Company was sim­ 
ply a machine for plundering the peo­ 
ple of this city, we opened our guns on 
the monopoly. 
This course lias 
brought down upon our heads the 
wrath of the party whose proffered 
bribe was spurned, and we have re­ 
ceived formal notice of his hostility. 
His three dollar advertisement hus 
been ostentatiously ordered out, and 
lie is no doubt at this moment sneak­ 
ing around the city, trying to induce 
others to withdraw their support from 
the H e r a l d . The policy of this chief 
member of the company seems to be 
to share the proceeds of his public 
plunder, in the shape of bribes, with 
the press, os long as it will do its dirty 
work, but to use every effort to crush 
a paper that has the courage to take 
up the cudgel in behalf of the public 
good. 
Thougli entertaining nothing but 
the kindest feelings for him personally, 
we gladly accept the contest thus forced 
upon us; we shall hold the Gas Cora- 
puny, however, responsible for his acts. 
He is acting for the company and is 
inspired by it. It is the Gas Company 
that propose to buy or intimidate the 
press of this city, and having secured 
the silence of the other papers, it con­ 
centrates its hostility on the H e r a l d . 
We shall expect the bitter opposi­ 
tion of the Gas ring and any kindred 
combinations, but we confidently ex­ 
pect the support of the people, and 
with them on our side, we have little 
fear of the result. Still, while we in­ 
tend to fight this monopoly to the bil­ 
ler end, we have no desire to do the 
slightest injustice to anyone, and as 
before stated, we are willing to open 
our columns to a defence of the com­ 
pany, if any one chooses to employ 
them for that purpose. 
W e have asserted that the price 
charged for gas is an exorbitant one, 
even if the gas furnished were of good 
quality. We reiterate that charge, 
and defy a successful denial. In Oak­ 
land, the paradise of gas manufactur­ 
ers, the price is only $4 50 while hero 
U is $7 50. In Sacramento the street 
lamps are lighted for $3 50 per month, 
while here something over $6 is asked. 
Gas bills are simply enormous, and 
out of all proportion with the amount 
furnished. We have nsserted that 
the gas is of miserable quality. We 
challenge contradiction on this point. 
We do not get gas, hnt (smoke. It 
falls so far below the standard, that in 
no part of the country would it be rec­ 
ognized as gas at all. It smells fear­ 
fully, fills the room with an offensive 
smoke when burning, and is only tol­ 
erable because nothing better is at 
hand. 
The company pretends to have the 
exclusive right to manufacture and 
sell this miserable stuff for the next 
thirteen years, and its shareholders 
are pocketing enormous dividends from 
the profits of their monopoly. The 
fallacy of this claim can easily be es­ 
tablished. No City Council has the 
right to grant exclusive privileges, 
and the courts will not uphold any 
cuch invasion of the rights of the peo­ 
ple. If wu are wrong here, we are 
willing to be set right. 
Again we have asserted that the lo­ 
cation of the gas works in the midst of 
the city Is a uulsance. It fills all that 


part of the city with a disagreeable 
stcneli, and reduces materially the 
value of property. The damage to the 
material interests of property holders 
in that neighborhood is more than the 
entire cost of two such establishments, 
and health, comfort and convenience 
alike, call for their removal. Does 
anybody deny this, and if they do, will 
they dare to openly proclaim the rea­ 
sons for the fairh that is in them ? 


About “ O rg a n s.” 
The Express believes that the sole 
end and aim of a newspaper is to be­ 
come the “organ’’ of some individual, 
ring, or clique, and it is unable to un­ 
derstand how any other kind of a re­ 
lation can exist between a public 
journal and a corporation. Hence it 
is in greut trouble to know how the 
H e r a l d and the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, holding different views on the 
harbor question, manage to get along 
in amity, and why we publish the 
views of that body, when they so 
pointedly contradict our own. 
The Exprés* is informed that this 
paper is in no sense the “organ” of the 
Chamber of Commerce. That body 
when it subscribed for one hundred 
copies of the W eekly H e ra ld did so 
because they thought it it the best pa­ 
per in Los Angeles, and desired to dis­ 
tribute it in the East for the enlighten­ 
ment of people who may be looking to 
Southern California as a possible fu­ 
ture home. They did not imagine 
that by so doing they had bribed 
this paper to support any partic­ 
ular policy, or to publish only 
such articles as they might approve. 
We take it, that these gentlemen nrc 
too high-minded and honorable to buy 
newspapers or newspaper men; anti 
that they have no confidence in a 
paper that lias no opinions of its own. 
On the other hand, we are not to be 
bought by a few subscriptions or a 
small advertisement. We say what 
we think, and what we believe to be 
for the public good, without asking 
anybody’s permission, and we expect 
to continue in the same line. This is 
no reason, however, why we should 
refuse respectful consideration to the 
views of others, and the sentiments of 
the Chamber of Commerce, or any 
other body of our citizens will always 
receive candid treatment at our hands, 
no matter how seriously they may dif­ 
fer from those held by the editor of 
this paper. 
We should hardly deem it necessary 
to give expression to principles so trite, 
were it not that the«course of journal­ 
ism in this city has been such as to 
lead people to think that there is 
neither independence nor honesty in 
it. The Express, by its pandering, 
pettifogging course, has shown that it 
does not understand the mission of a 
newspaper, and we therefore give it 
this little lecture gratis. 
Some time since we assured the 
Southern District Agricultural Asso­ 
ciation that unless some guarantees 
were made to the Farmers thut their 
interests should be better represented 
in the future than in the past, a new 
Grangers’ organization would be the 
result; that result has now come.

E d it o r H e r a l d : —I beg your per­ 
mission to insert this article in your 
valuable paper, knowing you are will­ 
ing and anxious to publish and make 
known anything that is astir in our 
midst, and especially anything which 
will advance the interests of our city. 
The city of Los Angeles is to-day 
probably the finest located in the world 
—amongst orange trees, and where it 
is sunshine all the year round; where 
people move to ami fro without suffer­ 
ing from severe cold or intense heat; 
where we should all be happy and try 
to encourage every one in improving 
our city. This is «lone by almost every 
one except one body, which goes by 
the name of the City Fathers. They 
alone discourage and throw obstacles 
in my way almost all the time, the 
latest of which was at their last meet­ 
ing, when they refused to let me grade 
my portion of Los Angeles street', 
widen I was doing.

Has not every Councilman 
lined his pockets in former years? And 
are not these present City Fathers fol­ 
lowing in their forefathers’ tracks by 
stopping me in improving the city of 
Los Angeles? W hy is it they are so 
anxious to become City Fathers/ This 
is a problem which cannot be solved 
by anyone except an Alderman, who 
knows what to do for his own pocket 
as soon as the idea striks him to 
run for that offlee. They do noth­ 
ing to improve the city. Look at 
every street in this city, and see what 
a miserable condition it is in; not a 
decent crossing — a little red clay 
strewn here and there. Why don’t 
they pass an ordinance Requiring every 
property-holder to grade the portion 
of the street in front of his or her prop­ 
erty, and make nice sidewalks, and 
then what a change there would be !

B u n k e r Hill. 
A little over a year mor», and the 
IlKtth anniversary of the Rattle of 
Hunker Hill will take place.

TH E UKKBO OORDO FREIGHTING (DM - 
PAXY. 
Every day our readers notice in the 
H erald the arrival of team s from 
Cerro Gordo w ith bullion, and their 
departure for th at place and Lone 
Pine, laden w ith goods, but few of 
them are aw are of the extent of this 
business. 
Cmier the careful m anagem ent of 
Mr. Nadeau th e Cerro Gordo F reight­ 
ing Company have established a regu­ 
lar line of heavy wagons for the trans­ 
portation of freight, and every day 
two ponderous team s leave our city 
loaded with 
general 
merchandise, 
while two arrive loaded with bullion. 
These teams consist of from twelve to 
fourteen mules attached to two heavy 
wagons coupled together, one behind 
the other. The load is from three and 
a half to four tons for each wagon, or 
from seven to eight tons for eaeli 
team, so th a t the daily receipts of 
bullion by this line is fifteen or six­ 
teen tons. 
To m aintain regular arrivals and de­ 
partures, it takes forty-oight regular 
team s, besides six or eight extras, that 
make side trios, or fill the place of a 
disabled team . The distance from 
Los Angeles to Cerro Gordo is about 
226 miles, and eleven stations are 
m aintained, a t all of which goods are 
delivered, and also to Lone Pine and 
Independence. 
Three companies are now engaged 
in producing th e bullion, and as they 
are extending 
their works, and in­ 
creasing the product, the freighting 
com pany will soon add to their pres­ 
ent force, a« they are even now unable 
to get the bullion away as fast as it 
accumulates. 
The com pany have a large estab­ 
lishm ent in th is city, em ploying ten 
men constantly in m aking and repair­ 
ing their wagons. They keep a force 
of over 76 m en and 800 anim als em ­ 
ployed in the freighting business, and 
taken altogether, their business is as 
im portant to the interests of Los An­ 
geles, as an ordinary railroad would 
be. 
Form ing the only means of com­ 
m unication w ith one of the richest 
m iaing regions in the State, and bring­ 
ing to the city one of its most valuable 
articles of export, the operations and 
success of this extensive company’ are 
a source of pride to the whole commu­ 
nity. 
Mr. R. Nadeau, the principal 
stockholder, is a resident of this city, 
and to his intelligent supervision and 
untiring energy the prosperity of the 
company is largely due.

taxes. A man named John Baker 
saw the money paid to him , and 
know ing the route lie would take, 
started out from B urkettsville a few 
hours in advance of Cline. B aker had 
crossed tin* bridge a short tim e before 
Cline's arrival. 
The latter told the 
bridgeke per lie was afraid all was not 
right; tii.it lie thought Baker was after 
him an 1 would scalp him . The keeper 
told hi.u he would loan him a pistol; 
he did not take it, but mounted his 
horse and rode on. A fter riding a 
couple of miles, Baker had stopped, It 
is supposed, for Cline to overtake him, 
which lie did, and it is supposed they 
rode on together. The horse th at Cline 
rode was shod, while B aker’s was not. 
On W ednesday m orning Cline was 
found lying (lead at th e side of the 
road, w ith a bullet hole through his 
head, his pockets turned inside out, 
and his horse close by with the m ail 
hag untouched. 
W hen found, the 
horse refused to be led away, but was 
finally led off. A fter going a short 
distance lie broke away and ran back 
to the «lead body of his rider. 
A Cor­ 
oner's jury was sum m oned and was in 
session when the m ail left. 
Baker 
was arrested at his father’s house on 
H at Creek, and heavily ironed. The 
citizens wish to get more positive 
proof; should they be convinced as to 
his guilt he will be hung by the mob. 
Cline was a young m an of good char­ 
acter and standing in th e com m unity. 
H is parents reside at H um boldt Bay. 
He had been on th is m ail route but a 
few m onths.

gomery, A. B. H ayw ard. The name 
of the organization is “ The Agricul­ 
tural Exposition of Southern Califor­ 


nia.” 
N early the entire day was 
passed in m aking these arrangem ents, 
and in planning and preparing for the 
new organization. 
It was m ade known that Mr. Bixby 
liad proposed to donate 80 acres of 
land for the use of the Association, if 
the buildings would be located on the 
grounds. 
O ther parties made state­ 
m ents of the same nature, but tin) 
location of the grounds is hereafter to 
be determ ined by the board of direc­ 
tors. This is a very im portant move­ 
m ent to the agricultural interests of 
Southern California. 
It bids fair to
